That  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
polling  places  the  Township  of  Bloomfield 
be  divided  into  three  election  districts, 
the  boundaries  of  which  shall  be  as  here¬ 
inafter  set  forth,  that  is  to  say:  The 
first  district,  beginning  in  the  line  di¬ 
viding  the  townships  of  Bloomfield  and 
Belleville  at  the  point  where  the  same  is 
intersected  by  the  New  York  and  Green¬ 
wood  Lake  Railway,  thence  westerly 
along  the  New  York  and  Greenwood 
Lake  Railway  to  a  point  in  the  center 
line  of  Belleville  Ave.,  thence  westerly 
along  the  center  line  of  Belleville  Avenue 
to  Broad  street, thence  northerly  along  the 
center  line  of  Broad  street  to  the  New 
York  and  Greenwood  Lake  Railway, 
thence  westerly  along  the  New  York  and 
Greenwood  Lake  Railway  to  the  Mont¬ 
clair  township  line,  thence  southerly  along 
the  Montclair  line  to  the  center  line  of 
AVashington  Ave.,  thence  easterly  along 
the  center  line  of  Washington  Avenue  to 
the  center  line  of  Bloomfield  Avenue, 
thence  easterly  along  the  center  line  of 
Bloomfield  Avenue  to  the  line  of  Newark, 
thence  northerly  along  the  line  of  New¬ 
ark  and  Belleville  to  place  of  beginning. 
The  second  district  to  compose  all  that 
portion  of  said  township  northerly  of  the 
first  district.  The  third  district  to  com¬ 
prise  all  that  portion  of  said  township 
southerly  of  the  first  district.

To  1  A*  Wits*  : 

I  am  almost  inclined  to  ask  your  con¬ 
tributor  Anti  Rum  whether  he  has  read 
the  article  he  so  fiercely  attacks.  If  he  has 
it  is  almost  incredible  that  one  with  so  fa 
die  a  pen  should  be  so  dull  of  apprehen 
si  on.  He  seems  to  think  that  I;*u*  rid 
muling  the  victims  of  inteuq**r*Dce  and 
its  opponent.  I  ask  him  to  read  again  the 
article  and  point  out  where  I  have  done 
so;  and  that  he  may  read  with  all  tin- 
light  I  cap  give  him,  I  will  tell  him  what 
I  was  ridiculing  and  why. 

I  was  ridiculing  the  extravagance  and 
high  flown  folly  of  the  article  palkxlied.  I 
was  trying  to  express  the  contempt  I  feel 
and  avow  for  such  compositions  and  the 
ideas  they  convey.  I  was  endeavoring  to 
show  that  proving  the  abuse  of  anything 
an  evil  was  no  argument  against  its  use, 
(and  if  your  correspondent  were  even 
slightly  posted  in  criminal  statistics  he 
would  not  find  the  parallel  between  ex¬ 
travagance  and  intemperance  so  absurd. ) 

Now  for  the  why.  It  happen*  that  I 
too  am  interested  in  the  cause  of  temper 
ance  and  have  worked  for  it  and  contrib¬ 
uted  to  it  as  much,  perhaps,  as  your  con¬ 
tributor,  and  it  is  because  I  desire  to  see 
that  cause  triumph,  and  that  I  despise 
and  ridicule  the  folly  and  intolerance 
that  characterize  so  njiany  of  its  self 
elected  leaders.  It  is  because  I  am  thus 
interested  that  such  articles  as  a  thrilling 
story  disgust  and  dishearten  me.  It  is 
because  I  recognize  that  intolerance  and 
bigotry  have  done  nothing  but)  harm  in 
the  past,  that  I  protest  against  narrow¬ 
ness  and  fanaticism  in  the  cause  of  tem¬ 
perance  today.  It  is  because  I  see  by 
such  resolutions  as  were  adopted  by  the 
Prohibition  Convention  last  week  and  by 
such  articles  as  “An  effective  no  license 
appeal”  that  the  leaders  in  the  temper¬ 
ance  movement  here  are  extremists  whose 
motto  is  “he  who  dissents  from  us  is 
damned,”  who  are  filled  with  the  same 
spirit  of  intolerance  and  bigotry  that  has 
inspired  Religious  persecutions  in  all  ages, 
from  the  times  of  the  early  church  to  the 
Scotch  Covenanters,  who  insist  not  only 
that  all  men  seek  the  same  goal  with  them 
but  by  the  same  path.  It  is  because  I 
see  this  and  because  I  know  that  under 
such  leaders  and  with  such  principles 
disaster  and  defeat  confront  us  tb>>  T  at¬ 
tack  their  methods  and  their  men,  but 
not  their  cause. 

And  let  my  friend  Anti-Rum  bo  assured 
that  it  is  the  intolerance,  bigotry  and  in¬ 
temperance  of  such  men  as  No  License 
and  his  kind  that  retards  the  progress 
and  damns  the  cause  of  temperance  with 
temperate  men.

Intemperate  Temperance  Folk. 

To  the  Citizen  : 

The  excess  of  zeal  of  many  of  the  outward 
leaders  of  the  temperance  people  is  ft  cause  of 
grief  and  dismay  to  the  thousands  of  thoughtful 
enemies  of  the  rum  evil.  The  following  from 
the  London  Standard  may  call  their  attention  to 
t: 

The  foolish  excesses  of  so-called  temperance 
people  constantly  tend  to  defeat  the  object  they 
have  iu  view,  by  disgusting  moderate  people 
with  thejr  bigotry  and  folly.  A  letter  which 
has  just  appeared  in  the  Japan  Mail,,  signed  by 
“A  Missionary,”  is  a  striking  example  of  this. 
The  writer  has  been  filled  with  grief  and  pain  be¬ 
cause  some  of  his  fellow-missionaries  indulge 
in  wine  jelly  for  dinner.  The  two  following 
paragraphs  will  give  some  idea  of  the  general 
style  of  the  letter  referred  to:  “If  it  is  our 
taste— if  we  must  gratify  our  appetite  if  we 
who  profess  to  be  redeemed  from  iniquity  must 
debase  ourselves  by  the  gratification  of  an  appe¬ 
tite—  then  may  God  give  us  more  of  His  grace, 
or  we  may  never  see  the  beauties  of  His  King¬ 
dom,  "  And  it  concludes  thus :  ‘  ‘  Let  us,  in  the 

name  of  God,  and  for  the  sake  of  humanity,  and 
for  the.  salvation  of  our  own  bouIh,  banish  for¬ 
ever  wine  and  wine  jelly  from  our  home  and 
tables.”  It  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  folly 
and  narrowmindedness  carried  to  a  greater  ex¬ 
tent  than  this.  That  n  man  should  solemnly 
call  upon  his  fellows  to  abstain  from  'vine  jelly 
“in  the  name  of  Gk>d  and  for  the  aalvatiou  of 
our  own  souls"  would  be  ridiculous  were  it  not 
revolting.  The  perusal  of  Buch  a  letter  as  this 
would  in  itself  be  amply  sufficient  to  disgust  all 
the  readers  of  the  paper  in  which  it  appears 
with  the  principles  it  was  intended  fee  advocate.
